In order to accommodate 
the record enrollment, several 
temporary buildings have been 
erected. Earlier it was feared 
that some classes would have to 
meet off carnpus in rented facili- 
ties, but the new temporary 
buildings will allow all classes to 
stay on the campus. 

Albright expects about 1300 
full time students, 1500 re- 
and 2200 part time stu. 
dents this fall. He stated that on 
September 1, new students ad- 
mitted were running about 35% 
ahead of last year. The greatest 
increase is in upper division sttu- 
dents. Albright added 

“We are attracting more trans- 
fers from junior colleges outside 
of our service area,” Albright 
stated. Some of the new trans- 
fers come from as far away as 
Mount San Antonio Junior Col- 
lege in Pomona 

The registration procedure it- 
self will be the same as it was 
last year. It will consist mostly 
of collecting a series of IPM 
ciass cards. The TBM system has 
proved to successful in the 
last two semesters, Albright 
stated. New students, who have 
already done so, must clear 
through residence sereening be- 
fore they will be allowed to rea- 
ister, he added. Registration will 
be held in the gymnasium

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Seniors Given Second Chance 

Seniors last week received a letter from Joanna Clark, 
class president, enclosing a postcard ballot for reconsidera- 
tion of the lump sum senior fees measure which was passed 
last spring. 

This plan would provide for a single payment of $13 
instead of eight fees of varying amounts for cap and gown, 
liploma, senior ball bid, class dues, class gift, class bar- 
beque, baccalaureate reception, and Alumni association 
membership for one year. Some of these fees were man- 
datory last year, but some were optional. 

The measure passed 155 to 33 last spring, but the way 
in which it was railroaded through would have made Tom 
Pendergast blush. The present move by the officers, in 
giving the class members a chance to reconsider their 
hastily made decision is enough to reaffirm one’s faith in 
the democratic system. If the seniors vote for it now, then 
this plan will be clearly the will of the majority and should 
be enforced if at all possible. 

Miss Clark recently told The Hornet that she plans to 
abandon the measure if it is defeated in this mail vote. 
Seniors, then, have finally received the chance to vote on 
this scheme after thinking about it.
